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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record shows or renders obvious the steering control device of claims 1 and 
6, specifically: 

Claim 1 requires a first transmission unit for rotating the nut in accordance with 
the rotational motion of the first input shaft so as to transmit the rotational motion of the 
first input shaft to the rotational motion of the output shaft; and a second transmission 
unit for linearly moving the nut in the axial direction of the output shaft in accordance 
with the rotational motion of the second input shaft so as to transmit the rotational 
motion of the second input shaft to the rotational motion of the output shaft. 

Claim 6 requires a spline mechanism for the first input shaft for rotating the nut in 
accordance with the rotational motion of the first input shaft and linearly moving the nut 
in the axial direction with respect to the first input shaft; a hollow thrust transmission 
member fitted into the second input shaft and formed, at an outer peripheral surface 
thereof, with a thread; and another spline mechanism for the thrust transmission 
member fixed to the housing and adapted to guide the linear motion of the thrust 
transmission member in the axial direction thereof, wherein the nut disposed inside the 
thrust transmission member is moved linearly in the axial direction of the thrust 
transmission member together therewith and rotated around the axis of the thrust 
transmission member.
